The Wade scholarship, a 
$1,500 grant for study at the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia's School of Architecture, 
is being offered for the fourth 
consecutive year by Southern 
California Gas Co. and its sis­ 
ter company, Southern C(UUi- 
ties Gas Co.

Established by the two gas 
utilities in 1959, the scholar­ 
ship competition is open to 
students currently enrolled in 
colleges or junior colleges lo­ 
cated in the gas companies' 
operating territories, plus the 
cities of Bakersfield and Long 
Beach. Entrants must have 
completed one or more col- 
ege years by the end of the 

1961-62 school year.

Requests fo 
entry forms must be made be 
9fore Feb. 20, 1962, a n 
final entries must be receivei 
by the gas companies befor 
March 20, 1962.

of Architects and a represen 
tative of the gas companies 
Contestants for the Wad 
grant will be asked to design 
a family area which will no 
exceed 400 square feet and wil 
include kitchen, indoor break 
fast area, outdoor dining area 
and utility area including ai 
conditioner and laundry.

Design will be judged on thi 
basis of originality and aptness 
efficiency of the plan, and 
completeness of the entry.

The annual scholarship was 
established in honor of Frank 
lin S. Wade .former presiden 
of both gas companies.
